A Finance Ministry official flab- 
bergasted the Knesset Interior 
Committee yesterday, along with 
Tel Aviv Mayor Shloroo Lahat and 
others, when he revealed that the 
controversial Hassan Bek mosque 
in Jaffa, whose fate has been argued 
over for months, was expropriated 
as state property 18 months ago. 

Accordingly, Tel Aviv's town 
planning committee’s decision to 
convert the site into a commercial 
and tourism project is invalid. The 
acrimonious arguments between the 
Wakf (the Moslem religious trust) 
and the Tel Aviv Municipality: YicS#- 
not continue. 

The Finance Ministry official, 
revealed that the mosque and the 
surrounding land were expropriated 
for public purposes by then finance 
minister Yigael HurvitzinMay 1980. 
The expropriation decision was 
made after the Israel Lands Ad- 
ministration, the prime minister's 
Arab affairs adviser and the 
municipality failed to reach an 
agreement on leasing the site for 
conversion to a commercial and 
tourism project. __ 

The dramatic revelation was a 
total surprise to Lahat. who was at 
the meeting, to representatives of 
disappointed entrepreneur Gershon 
Peres, to members of the Wakf, and 
to the Interior Ministry's district 
representative. The latter has un- 
knowingly had copy of the land 
registry documents in his office 
files, all along. 

. The Interior Committee decided 
that, in the light of the new Tacts, 
the Hassan Bek mosque should be 
protected from destruction and i 
restored, and called on all the | 
bodies involved lo submit a plan | 
within three months. 

The committee also noted that 
the Arab affairs adviser has 
promised state funds to cover most 
of the restoration cost, while the 
Wakf also promised a contribution.

Government opens new public housing sale

Housing Ministry .this week are in te nded to put 
apartment ownership within reach oF over 200,- 
000 families living in public rental housing and 
to jnake, more, young couples and singles eligi- - 
ble for Target government, mortgages. 

The. first programme will encourage tenants 
I of flats owned by public housing corporations 

to .purchase . them. It.. offers a 25. per-cent dis- 
count (up to a ceiling .pf IS75,000), on the price 
i of. the apartment,. liberal mortgages and ad- 
Bi p* ditiorrai loans for renovations. 

Those -eligible include young - couples* Jarge 
tl. Families^ and- immigrants: living in subsidized 
rental flats owned by the national housing cor- 
por at K?ns-.(A mid ar and - Autigur)' an -d the 
m un i ci paf/ho us i ngc ompanles (Prazor- 


Jerusalem, Halamish-Td Aviv, Shikmona- 
- Haifa, Hejed-Petab Tikva, and Afridar- 
Ashkelon). 

In the 69 areas where Project Renewal-now 
operates, - the 25 per cent discount will be as 
high as 15100,000 and the mortgages larger. 

* The new benefits are being extended retroac- 
tively to all in the eligible categories who ap- 
plied to purchase their flats after October 1 1 . 

The second programme makes more families 
and single people eligible for government 
housing aid through mortgages or subsidized 
rentals, it abolishes income-level restrictions on 
eligibility and the ceiling purchase price. 

With the removal of these restrictions, 
government: bousing aid will be available for 
■ almost any family or single person over the age 
•of 27 who does not-already own a flat. 

'■ ""'Aid - for families and singles in this 


programme will also be increased by 40-70 per 
cent, in real terms, depending on family size 
and other social circumstances. 

Details or this programme will be available 
next week, from the Housing Ministry. 

The programme to encourage purchase of 
public housing is, one of the most ambitious ever 
launched by the government, whose Amidar 
company owns 150,000 flats, the Jewish Agency, 
owner of Amigur with another 45,000 flats, and 
the joint government-municipal housing com- 
panies. 

• The programme aims to extend home ow- 
nership security to many low-income families 
living in rental housing since their immigration 
" many years ago, and to relieve the government 
and the agency ofthe costly administrative bur- 
den of -managing and collecting rent for the 
flats. -

Finance Ministry representative 
Shlomo Shatner told the committee 
that the government had ex- 
propriated the site, including the 
mosque in Manshia, in May of last 
year, but it was registered officially 
in the Tabu (land registry) only 
three days ago. No explanation for 
the lateness in registering was given 
but the act is a mere formality and 
the expropriation order look effect 
when Yigael Hurvitz signed it 18 
months ago. 

Lahat said he was pleased to learn 
of the expropriation, for it would 
^.ensure government participation in 
the mosque’s renovation. 

Contractor Gershon Peres, who 
leased the mosque in 1971, said 
yesterday that his contract over the 
•mosque with the former Wakf is 
legal and valid. “If we find there has 
been any miscarriage of justice in 
taking the property out of our 
hands, we shall go to court,” he 
said. 

Egyptian Ambassador Saad M or- 
lada commended the Israeli govern- 
ment yesterday for considering the 
feelings of Moslems and taking the 
mosque out of private hands, and 
for its willingness to renovate it. 

Wakf Chairman Abed Kabub, who 
also attended the Knesset committee 
meeting, was jubilant. He told The 
Jerusalem Post yesterday that he feels 
it “u honour to five in a state where 
justice is done." In the meeting, be 
thanked the government and the com- 
mittee for the fair way in which they 
• dealt with the controversy. 

• “Poor as we are, we want to par- 
ticipate in the financing of the mos- 
que's renovation/' Kabub said.

WASHINGTON. — President 
Ronald Reagan yesterday 
reiterated that Saudi Arabia's 
eight-point peace plan is a 
"hopeful sign/’ although he 
maintained that any attempt to 
bring peace to the Middle East 
must be based on the Camp 
David accords and UN Security 
Council Resolution 242. 

At a nationally televised White 
House news conference (see page 
2), the president was asked 
specifically whether there wure any 
elements in the Saudi proposals 
which might be incorporated in the 
U.S. -sponsored peace initiative. 

“Well," Reagan replied, “one in 
particular." He then elaborated: “I 
know that there is also some d ispute 
about what I am going to say 
between the parties concerned, but 
I believe and I have slated previous- 
ly, that it is implicit in the offering 
of that plan — recognition of 
Israel's right to exist as a nation and 
that has been one of the sticking 
points so far with the Arab world's 
refusing to make that acknowledge- 
ment. 

“This was why I have referred to 
it as a hopeful sign, that here was an 
offer of a plan — whether you 
agreed with it or not — but (it) in- 
dicated a willingness to negotiate 


which does imply (recognition.)” 

The president specifically said 
that “one of the eight points calls 
for all the states of the region living 
together in peace, and 1 think we all 
endorse that.” 

While Reagan said the Saudi plan 
indicated a readiness to “negotiate” 
with Israel, pro-Israel sources here 
charged that the plan does no such 
thing. They said that the Saudis had 
put forward a take-it-or-leave-it 
scheme, refusing to sit down and to 
negotiate with Israel. 

The president refused to respond 
directly to a question whether there 
were oLher acceptable points in the 
plan. Instead, he said: “Let me 
answer it this way. I think that the 
most realistic approach is the one 
that we are taking, which is that the 
attempt to bring peace to tbe M id- 
dle East must be based on the Camp 
David accords and 242 resolution 
(sic) of the United Nations.” 

Reagan was not asked about the 
Israeli reconnaissance flights over 
Saudi Arabia during the past 48 
hours. 

The State Department, 
meanwhile, urged both Israel and 
Saudi Arabia to exercise utmost 
restraint following Monday's inci- 
dent involving Israeli Air Force 
flights over the northwestern comer 
of Saudi Arabia. 

A press communique issued by 
the department asked both 


countries to avoid further action 
which might raise “tension” in the 
area. 

Weil-placed U.S. officials said 
that no actual gunfire had been ex- 
changed, although Saudi planes had 
scrambled in response to the Israeli 
flights. 

The officials said that Israeli Air 
Force planes have routinely flown 
over Saudi air space in recent yean, 
almost always without any Saudi 
resistance. 

Last month The Washington Post, 
in a report from Riyadh, described 
in considerable detail these 
overflights. That story said that 
Israeli planes regularly fly over 
Jordan as well. The Jordanians and 
the Saudis, with inferior capability, 
were said to have felt humiliated by 
the incidents. 

U.S. officials privately confirmed 
that Israel had violated Saudi air 
space twice on Monday. They said 
Israeli planes flew near the Saudi air 
base at Tabuk. Reagan was notified 
of the incidents 90 minutes after 
they took place. 

In the U.S. news media, there was 
the impression that Israel and Saudi 
Arabia were on tbe verge of some 
sort of major clash, although ex- 
perts expected a speedy cooling 
down of the situation given Israel's 
clear domination over the Saudis

Italy, UK see eye-to-eye on Sinai force

ROME. — Prime Minister Giovan- 
ni Spadolini said yesterday that Italy 
argl Britain agree that European na- 
tions must take part in the planned 
Sinai peace-keeping force as a 
means of completing and expanding 
the Camp David accords between 
Israel and Egypt.

Minister Margaret Thatcher in 
London on Monday and said the 
talks were successful “in -reaching a 
perfect identity of views between 
London and Rome regarding the 
participation of a 'multinational 
peace-keeping force in the Sinai.”

. In' Washington - on“Monday~ Slate 
Department officials refused to 
comment on reports of a snag in 
West European willingness to join 
the U.S.-sponsored multinational 
peace-keeping force in Sinai. 

Prime Minister Menachem 
Begin's formal rejection of any such 
participation — if based on a 


linkage either to the Saudi peace 
plan or the .West European peace 
initiative approved in Venice Iasi 
year — has aroused U.S. officials, 
who believe they had been close to 
reaching agreement with Britain, 
France, Italy and the Netherlands 
to join the force. 

U.S. Secretary, of State Alexander

group had upset the British, who in- 
sist that Carrington had not gone 
much beyond what President 
Ronald Reagan and Haig 
themselves had said earlier on the 
Saudi peace plan.

Debate on reactor raid 
starts tomorrow in UN

UNITED NATIONS. - The UN 
General /Assembly meets tomorrow 
to d is cuss one of its agenda items — 
.“armed Israeli aggression against 
the Iraqi nuclear installations and 
its grave consequences for the es- 
tablished international system." 

The debate is expected to last a 
few days, with representatives from 
Arab, Third World and Western 
European countries condemning 
the Israeli raid on the Baghdad 
reactor and calling for the imposi- 
tion of an arms embargo on Israel. 

Following the raid on June 7, 
1981, the Security Council con- 
demned' it unanimously. However, 
in order to win American support 
for the resolution, the Arab group 
agreed to omit from the resolution a 
call for an arms embargo or the im- 
position of other sanctions. 

Israeli diplomats believe that this 
time the Arabs will push for a 
resolution calling for an arms em- 
bargo, using harsher language than 
used in the Security Council resolu- 
tion.

Such a resolution, the diplomats 
believe, would win the support of 
the majority of the General As- 
sembly, with the Western Euro- 
peans abstaining and only the 


Israelis and the Americans opposing 
it. 

Israel Ambassador Yehuda Blum, 
the second speaker tomorrow, is ex- 
pected to reiterate the Israeli posi- 
tion as explained in a “white paper'' 
tilled The Iraqi Nuclear Threat: Why 
Israel Had to Act which Israel cir- 
culated among member states and 
news media. 

According to the report, the raid 
followed six years of intensive but 
futile diplomatic efforts by Israel to 
slop Iraq's nuclear weapons 
programme. 

Israel approached France and 
Italy, the two main suppliers of 
technology and equipment to Iraq's 
nuclear energy and research 
programme, and the U.S. in its at- 
tempts to prevent the extending of 
nuclear aid to the Baghdad govern- 
ment, the report said. The French 
and Italian governments said inter- 
national safeguards would prevent 
Iraq from making nuclear weapons, 
while the U.S., expressing concern, 
failed to help. 

Observers are speculating 
whether the Iraqi president of the 
General Assembly, Issam Kittani, 
will preside. Kittani had been the 
driving Force during the Arab 
diplomatic efforts at the UN to con- 
den] n Israel for the raid on the reac- 
tor.

Golda Meir's sister 
dies in Connecticut 


BRIDGEPORT, Connecticut (API. 
— Clara Stern, sister or the late 
Israel prime minister Golda Meir, 
has died at age 79. 

Stem, executive secretary for the 
Jewish Community Council before 
her retirement in 1963, died Mon- 
day at her home. 

She was a Bridgeport resident for 
42 years and was honoured in 1956 
for her service to the city.

Classes at Bethlehem 
University were discontinued at 9 
a.m. Regular classes have not been 
held at the university for 10 days. 

In East Jerusalem police detained 
two youths holding a placard with 
the Palestinian flag drawn on it. 
Police are still holding Ibrahim 
Dakak and Jiries Khourv. two of the 


most prominent pro-PLO figures in 
the city. At least seven youths ar- 
rested during Monday’s strike have 
been released. 

Lecturers from Bir Zeil held a 
press conference in Beit Agron in 
Jerusalem yesterday to call inter- 
national attention to the closure of 
the university. 

Editors of the East Jerusalem dai- 
ly AI-Ftgr denied reports that their 
newspaper had been closed for 
printing leaflets which called for 
yesterday '5 strike. The order signed 
by the Jerusalem censor stipulates 
only “censorship violations." 

Hanna Seniora. the newspaper's 
editor, said the paper's consistent 
opposition to the village leagues 
which the military government 
hopes to foster as a basis for alter- 
nate leadership in the territories was 
among the main reasons for the cen- 
sor’s order.

the museum have deteriorated 
sharply to the point of virtually no 
contact between senior staff and 
Shamir. The museum’s functions 
are said to have suffered badly. 
Three directors-general appointed 
during this period have left after dis- 
putes with Shamir. 


Red Cross decries Israeli settlements 


MANILA (Reuter). — The Inter- 
national Conference of the Red 
Cross yesterday passed a resolution 
declaring that Israeli settlements in 
occupied Arab territories arc in- 
compatible with one of the Geneva 
Conventions. 

Israel, the U.S. and Canada were 
the only countries voting against the 
Jordanian Red CrescenL resolution, 
which was supported by represen- 
tatives of 46 Red Cross societies and 
43 governments. Officials of 25 Red 
Cross societies and 20 governments 
abstained from the vole. 

The resolution expressed deep 
concern at “the continued refusal of . 


the occupying power lo 
acknowledge the applicability and 
comply with the totality of its 
obligations under the Fourth 
Geneva Convention of August 1949, 
relative to the protection oT civilian 
persons in time of war.". 


The head of the U.S. government 
delegation. James Hoiderman, said 
his team voted against the resolu- 
tion because it went further than 
decisions taken by earlier Red 
Cross conferences. "It makes a 
political judgment which was not 
appropriate in a conference oT this 
nature," he said. 


West Germany seeks extradition of oleh 


HAIFA (Itim). — A recent im- 
migrant from West Germany who 
settled in Or Akiva has appealed to 
the district court here to overturn a 
ruling to keep him in jail pending 
extradition lo West Germany. He is 
wanted there for escaping from 
prison, where he was serving a 
three-year sentence for fraud and 
driving without a licence. 

Rolf Barry Higler came to Israel 
in 1978, became an Israeli citizen 
under the Law of Return, married 
an Israeli woman (who is now preg- 


nant), and settled in Or Akiva. 
where he works os a welder for the 
Electric Corporation. 

Two weeks ago he was arrested 
following an extradition request by 
West Germany, and was remanded 
in custody for another two weeks 
earlier this week by a Haifa 
Magistrate. 


In his appeal, Higler said that he 
had been given the maximum 
sentence for his crime and suffered 
in prison because he is a Jew. ' 


Man and mother held in stolen goods probe

TEL AVIV. — A new method for 
treating certain types of cancers by 
“ultra-sonic heat,” which has led to 
temporary remissions in 55 per cent 
of the cases, is now being in- 
troduced in Israel. 

Professor George Hahn of Stan- 
ford University, who has pioneered 
this method in the U.S., said yester- 
day that it is now being used only in 
a “very small scale” at the Beilinson 
and Sheba hospitals because the 
equipment there was not sufficient- 
ly advanced. The machines he uses 
cost about $60,000 each. 

H ahn, 58, is here as guest of the 
Israel Cancer Society, which is 
launching its annual “Knock .on 
Every Door” campaign next 
Wednesday to raise IS10 million to 
cover part of its lS35m. budget. 

Hahn said that the “method con- 
sists of directing ultra-sonic heat 
between 43 and 45 degrees cen- 


tigrade at the cancerous growth. So 
far, we have tried it on 100 persons, 
all of whom had cancer in the ad- 
vanced stages, and the results were 
very encouraging. However, after 
one month, the cancers began to 
grow again. But then the treatment, 
which consists of applying the heat 
again for two hours once a week for 
three weeks, can be repeated.” 

“1 want to stress that this is not a 
breakthrough,” he said, adding, “It 
can only be used on certain types of 
cancers. So far, it has proved effec- 
tive only on cancers or the skin, 
bladder and prostate.” 

“But if we use radiation together 
with the heal treatment, the success 
rate improves. We are about to try it 
together with hemotherapy, since 
this has improved remissions on 
laboratory animals.” 

Hahn was born in Vienna and fled 
Austria with his family in 1939. He 
served with American intelligence 
in World War II. 


Bill would give better deal 
to convicts in territories

Residents of the administered ter- 
ritories sentenced to jail-terms by 
Israeli courts may be sent to prison 
neac-tbek-rJiMnes-if a government 
bill discussed' in the Knesset yester- 
day becomes law. The change 
would bring procedures for -dealing 
with civil offenders in line wth those 
now in force for prisoners from 
these areas dealt with by military 
courts. . 

The bill provides for a further, 
two-year extension of emergency 
-regulations governing the ad- 
ministration of justice in the ter- 
ritories. 

The object of the change is 
twofold: to ease the burden on 
Israeli prisons, and to facilitate 
visits by prisoners' relatives. Justice 
Minister Moshe Nissim told the 
Knesset there are now about 1,000 
residents of the territories in Israeli 
jails. 

About half of the 12 Alignment 
members present at voting time 
voted with the coalition to send the 
bill to the Law Committee; the 
others did not vote. Tehiya and the 
(Communist) Democratic Front 
voted against. 

■Points made in the debate were: 

Geula Cohen (Tehiya): Residents 
of the territories should not have 
the right to apply to the High Court 
of Justice. 

Amnon Rubinstein (Shinui): It is 
intolerable, and contrary to liberal 
standards, to have two different 


systems of law (one for Arabs and 
another for Jews) in effect in the 
same territory. 

Hanan Porat (Tehiya): The real 
problem 'is the • protracted uncen- 
tainfy ' among tlie residents of the 
territories about Israel’s intentions. 
If Israeli sovereignty were fully ap- 
plied, new norms would be created, 
with equal rights and equal obliga- 
tions for Arabs (who, however, 
would do national service instead of 
military service). 

Shulamit Aloni (Alignment- 
CRM): A parliamentary committee 
should investigate the civil 
procedures in the areas. 

Nissim, replying, said that, 
although there are two legal systems 
in the territories, there is no dis- 
crimination against Arabs. They are 
simply governed by Jordanian law. 

He charged Rubinstein and Aloni 
with damaging Israel by their “un- 
founded statements.” 

Earlier, in reply to demands from 
Avraham Katz-Oz (Alignment- 
Labour) and Amnon Linn (Likud- 
La'am) that Israeli law be applied 
on the Golan, Nissim said that up to 
now the government had not felt the 
time was ripe for such a step. It is a 
“matter of timing,” he said. 

Katz-Oz was disowned by the two 
other Alignment speakers — EJazar 
Granot (MapaznJ and Shevah Weiss 
(Labour) — who said that his 
remarks were a odds with the plank 
in the Alignment platform calling 
for territorial compromise on all 
fronts. 


Funeral proposal for warriors’ remains

Education Minister Zevulun 
Hammer yesterday made his recom- 
mendations to the ministerial com- 
mittee on symbols and ceremonies 
regarding a state funeral for the re- 
mains of the Bar Kochba warriors 
and their families discovered by 
Professor Yigael Yadin in Nahal 
Hever in I960. 

The remains of 19 skeletons, for 
the past two decades dispersed 
among the country's medical 
schools, have recently been 
returned to the ministry's Anti- 
quities Department in preparation 
for the state funeral. 


About two months ago Ashkenazi 
Chief Rabbi Shloroo Goren called 
for the burial of the bones and con- 
demned the government and the 
archeological establishment for 
“playing around with the dead.” 

Hammer asked the ministerial 
committee to consult with the Chief 
Rabbinate and with the IDF chief 
chaplain to determine the best loca- 
tion and appropriate ceremony for 
the burial. 

Hammer has also suggested that 
when l e funeral is held, teachers in 
the country's schools devote a les- 
son or more to the revolt of 132-135 
C.E. against Rome, led by Shimon 
Bar Kochba.

| Ostracism of 
Druse Israelis’ 
stepped up

MAJDAL SHAMS. — Druse 
religious leaders in the Golan 
Heights issued a new ruling last 
week forbidding Druse to speak 
with those who still hold Israeli 
citizenship, to greet them in the 
streets or to have any commercial 
dealings with them. 

In a move aimed at increasing the 
pressure on Druse who refuse to 
relinquish their new Israeli 
citizenship, the religious leaders 
have even asked family members to 
cut off relations with them. In one 
case a father was asked to take back 
home his married daughter and her 
10 children, because her husband 
still insists on being an Israeli 
citizen. 

The father reportedly was asked 
to persuade his daughter to divorce 
her husband or he and his family 
would be ostracized also. 

One of the new Druse-lsraeli 
citizens said he and his friends now- 
travel to Kiryat Shmona daily to buy- 
all their food, even milk for their 
children. Another stud that their 
children have become the real vic- 
tims. being beaten and insuhed by 
other pupils. 

Religious and social measures 
previously included a ban on Druse- 
Jsraelis praying at Druse shrines and 
forbade religious Druse from taking 
part in the wedding or funeral of 
those who have become Israeli 
citizens. “But now they strangle 
us.” one of the new Israelis said. 

The number of Golan Druse who 
still hold Israeli citizenship is secret, 
but is estimated at 40 to 50 persons 
(six to eight families). The religious 
leaders have turned down a request 
by the Defence Ministry to leave 
the new citizens alone, and insist 
they will not permit them to remain 
in the Druse community.

The ministry spokesman said last 
night that Education Minister 
Zevulun Hammer supported 
Nahariya's demand and a$ked the 
committee three weeks ago to 
budget IS94 million for the con- I 
struction of bomb shelters and per- 
manent class-room facilities. 

The mayor said Nahariya 
demanded seven more bomb 
shelters and 26 concrete-built class 
rooms to replace the wooden huts 
still in use.

Aridor, Liberals still at odds 
over Bank of Israel head

The tug-of-war over the appoint- 
ment of a new governor of the Bank 
of Israel continues, with Finance 
Minister Yoram Aridor and the 
Herut faction in the Likud continu- 
ing to push for the appointment of 
Mcir Hcth. the chairman of the Tel 
Aviv Stock Exchange, and the 
Liberals claiming the job for one of 
their own, informed- parliamentary 
sources told The Jerusalem Post 
yesterday. 

The Liberals' candidate for the 
post is Tel Aviv city councillor 
Yitzhak Morit 2 . He has been 
pushed for various public posts in 
the past — among them, two years 
ago. the job of chairman of the 
Securities Authority. That proposal 
ran into difficulties because of the 
Moritz family's interest in the 
brokerage firm of Moritz and 
Tuchler, and Moritz asked for his 
candidacy to be dropped.. 

Aridor is pushing for Heth's ap- 
pointment not only because of 
Heth's unquestionable professional 
qualifications and reputation, but 
also to demonstrate the minister's 
non-partisan impartiality. Heth has 
no known political affiliations. 


As a trained economist and jurist, 
a former senior member of the 
Bank of Israel’s research depart- 
ment and examiner of banks. Heth 
is widely regarded as the most 
suitable candidate of those men- 
tioned for heading the central bank. 
His candidacy is supported by the 
Labour Party. 

If the Liberals do not gel M*orit 2 
the appointment, they want him to 
be the new state comptroller, 
replacing Yitzhak Nebenzahl- who 
will retire by the end of the year. 

Parliamentary- sources ' say that 
the Liberals and Herut may end up 
stalemated, in which case both jobs 
will go to somebody from the 
National Religious Party. One con- 
tender for the post of central bank 
governor is Moshe Mandelbaum. 
who was appointed deputy governor 
.a month ago. although his profes- 
sional qualifications and personal 
standing are not regarded as par- 
ticularly outstanding. 

The same sources believe that, 
while Heth's appointment might 
reaffirm the independence of the 
Bank of Israel, the appointment of 
Mandelbaum would signal its des- 
cent to little more than a subser- 
vient department of the Treasury. 


Ehrlich asks EEC to guarantee trade 


BRUSSELS. — Economic ties 
between the European Economic 
Community (EEC) and Israel could 
be seriously disrupted by Spanish 
entry into the EEC. Agriculture 
Minister Simha Ehrlich said yester- 
day. 

Ehrlich told a press conference 
here measures would have to be 
taken before Spain’s entry, planned 
for 1984, to ensure the preservation 
of fair competition with Israel in 
citrus exports. 

Israel could suffer severely from 
Spanish entry*, he said, because iis 
agricultural exports to the EEC. 
which he valued at some $600 mil- 


lion annually, equal a third of total 
Israeli exports to the community. 
Israel imports about S4 billion 
worth of products from the EEC. 
O.nce Spain becomes a member, it 
will get tariff-free privileges for 
citrus products, which Israel now 
markets competitively in Europe. 

The minister acknowledged that 
EEC-lsraeli political relations had 
been strained somewhat by recent 
expressions of European interest in 
Saudi Arabia’s Middle East peace 
plan, which Israel has condemned, 
but said his meetings here suggested 
this would not affect economic lies.

Second ‘Israeli mafia’ 
member guilty 
of murder 

LOS ANGELES (UPI). — A second 
reputed member of the “Israeli 
mafia" was convicted of murder <Jn 
Monday in the cocaine-related slay- 
ings of a couple in a hotel room and 
then dumping their dismembered 
bodies in trash bins. 

The* Superior Court jury con- 
victed Yehuda Avitai, 28, of first- 
degree murder in the shooting and 
dismemberment of Esther Ruven, 
22, and of second-degree murder in 
the slaying of her husband, Eli, 25. 
He was acquitted of a conspiracy to 
murder charge for the 1979 killings. 

Avitai and Joseph Zacharia, 29. 
were tried before separate juries. 
Last week one jury found Zacharia 
guilty of second-degree murder in 
Mrs. Ruven 's death but deadlocked 
on whether Zacharia killed the 
woman's husband and on the con- 
spiracy charge. 

A vital, who could receive life in 
prison without possibility of parole, 
was ordered to appear December 1 4 
for sentencing. Zacharia's sentenc- 
ing will be on December 1 at which 
prosecutors wiU announce if they 
will seek to retry him on the 
deadlocked charges. 

During to the seven-month trial, 
prosecutors claimed the defendants 
were members of the loosely-knit 
criminal group known as the 
“Israeli mafia” and were engaged 
in illicit cocaine dealings with the 
Ruvens.

Strikes could lead to 
bloodbath — Walesa 


WARSAW (Reuter) — Solidarity 
eader . Lech Walesa was quoted 
yesterday as warning that a confron- . 
aiion between Polish workers and 
2* fwemment could lead to a 
bloodbath. 

Walesa told araUy in Krakow on 
Monday mght that confrontation 
could result in “the slaughter of 
one-third of the nation,” Poland’s 
tnterprcss news agency reported. 

Social conflict would be in- 
evitable if the August 1980 strike 
agreements which led to the birth of 
Solidarity failed, the agency quoted 
him as saying. 

Walesa was touring the south of 
the country, trying to persuade 
workers to abandon the strike 
weapon, on the eve of major 
government-union peace talks. 

He continued his tour yesterday 
with a rally at the Oswiecin 
chemical works at the site of the 
Auschwitz Nazi extermination 
camp, but his campaign appeared to 
be having little impact. 

In Washington yesterday, Poland 
applied for membership of the 
International Monetary Fund 
(IMF) and the World Bank, which it 
had helped found before quitting 
during the 1950s. officials of both 
organizations said. 

The announcement followed 
several hours of discussions 


between IMF and Polish officials, 
the culmination of several weeks of 
informal contacts in Europe. 

Poland, burdened by about S24b. 
in debt to western countries and 
financial institutions, is in critical 
need of financial assistance from 
the fund. 

Meanwhile, bnrest continued to 
grow in Poland yesterday as the 
government prepared a response to 
a peace talks agenda proposed by 
the Solidarity free trade union. 

Coal miners occupied a strike- 
bound colliery in Silesia, newspaper 
deliveiy men blacked out the press 
in southwestern Poland and stu- 
dents staged protests in some cities. 

Two other focal points of unrest 
remained unresolved — a three- 
week-old general strike in the 
western region of Zielona Gora and 
a sit-in by disgruntled farmers at a 
Communist youth centre in Siedlce. 
east of Warsaw. 

State radio reported that miners 
at Sosnowiec began an indefinite 
sit-in below ground after the 
authorities failed to air their 
grievances. on national television. 

The Sosnowiec miners have been 
on strike since October 27 to protest 
an incident in which noxious gas 
capsules were hurled at a crowd 
outside their colliery. 


Salvadoran minister denies 
Haig’s claim of stalemate 


WASHINGTON (AP). — 
Salvadoran Defence Minister Jose 
Guillermo Garcia, disputing a re- 
cent assessment by Secretary of 
Slate Alexander Haig, said on Mon- 
day that reports of a military 
stalsmale in HI Salvador are'subver- 
sive propaganda. 

Garcia told a news conference 
that government forces “are in total 
control of the country” despite 
guerrilla attempts to sabotage the 
economy through the bombing of 
factories, bridges, buildings and 
other installations. 

Haig said in an interview 10 days 
ago that the situation in El Salvador 
“has become essentially stalemated. 
Stalemate could ultimately be fatal 
because El Salvador is experiencing 
grievous economic difficulties." 

However, Garcia attributed 
reports of a stalemate to leftist 
forces which, he said, have been 
promoting that argument in support 
of their claim that peace will not 
come to El Salvador without a 
negotiated settlement. 

Asked about the contradiction 


between his and Haig's assessments. 
Garcia said he was giving the of- 
ficial opinion of the Salvadoran 
armed forces. 

Garcia is here for talks with 
senior administration officials. He 
said the discussions are centering on 
whether U.S. aid levels are ade- 
quate. 

Garcia repeatedly stressed 
military support Tor the process now 
under way, which purportedly w ill 
lead to the drafting of a new con- 
stitution by a representative as- 
sembly to be elected next March, 
foil owed by presidential elections. 

The guerrillas, he said, are con- 
tinuing to receive economic, 
military, personnel and material 
support from outside countries. 
“We believe they will continue to 
receive assistance from Cuba 
through Nicaragua," he said. 

Garcia denied emphatically a re- 
cent report alleging that 10.714 
civilians were killed between 
January and September by the 
Salvadoran security forces and by 
rightist "death squads." 


6 Guatemala police slain by guerrillas 


GUATEMALA CITY (AP). — Lef- 
tist guerrillas with machineguns kil- 
led all six policemen on duty at a 
small town police station near the 
capital on Monday, officials 
reported. 

A national police statement said 
the local police chief and five subor- 
dinates died defending their head- 
quarters in Santa Elena BarriUas 
against a larger group of guerrillas, 
who later fled. 

The attack 29 kilometres east of 
Guatemala City, police said, was 
the 1 0th against a police station in 
the past 30 days by guerrilla groups 


trying to overthrow the government 
of Gen. Romeo Lucas Garcia. 

Unidentified gunmen killed two 
teenaged peasants in San Marcos 
and a third teenager in Quiche, both 
in Eastern Guatemala, on Monday, 
police said. Another 17 persons died 
in weekend violence, including 15 
guerrillas and a government soldier 
in two battles northwest of here, 
police reported. 

At least 200 are dying each month 
in guerrilla fighting .and right-wing 
death squad violence against 
suspected leftists, according to 
human rights groups. 


Spacecraft readies again 


CAPE CANAVERAL (UPl). — 
The countdown began yesterday for 
a new attempt to send the space 
shuttle Columbia on its second or- 
bital voyage, with the ground crew 
confident of a blast-olT on Thurs- 
day. 

The 35 hours of final flight 
preparations started on time at 8 
a.m. (1300GMT), ending a week of 
hydraulic system trouble-shooting 
and clean-up work resulting from 
the cancellation of last Wednes- 
day's launch only 31 seconds before 
take-off. 


A call to stations for the launch 
crew was an hour before the count- 
down start for the second orbital 
test flight of the winged spaceship. 

The weather was expected to be 
good for launch day, following the 
passing of a frontal system through 
Florida late yesterday and today. 

Columbia commander Joe Engle 
and co-pilot Richard Truly were fly- 
ing to the launch site later from 
their homes in Houston. They were 
reported ready for the five-day. 84- 
orbit mission designed to prove that 
the shuttle is reusable. 


UN unit backs Polisario on independence 


UNITED NATIONS (AP) — Over 
the objections of Morocco and the 
U.S., the General Assembly’s Com- 
mittee on Decolon ization approved 
a resolution Monday night endors- 
ing the right of the people of the 
former Spanish Sahara to in- 
dependence. 

The resolution, sponsored in part 
by such radical African countries as 
Algeria. Angola and Libya, won ap- 
proval by a 73-7 vote, with 54 
abstentions. The resolution now- 
goes to the General Assembly for 
action. 

Those voting against the resolu- 


tion included four African slates 
beside Morocco — Equatorial 
Guinea. Gabon. Senegal and Zaire. 
The two other dissenters were the 
U.S. and El Salvador. 

Morocco, which is defending its 
claim to the Western Sahara against 
the insurgent Polisario in- 
dependence movement, has agreed 
to an OAU compromise plan for a 
ceasefire and a referendum on the 

political future of the territory , but 
objected that the resolution pre- 
judged the issue. The Polisario guer- 
rillas are supported by Libya and 
Algeria. 





PEKING (Reuter). — The jailing of 
a Chinese woman for living with a 
French diplomat has prompted a 
protest by visiting French Foreign 
Trade Minister Michel Joberl. 
diplomatic sources said yesterday. 

Jobert cancelled a press con- 
ference and changed his schedule of 
meetings with Chinese leaders. 
French sources said he raised the 
matter with Prime Minister Zhao- 
Zivang but obtained no conces- 
sions. 

The woman, 24-year-old Li 
Shuang, has been sent to a re- 
education camp near Peking for two 
years for “incitement to 


debauchery.” She was arrested in 
September while the diplomat, 
Emile Bellefroid, was visiting 
Hongkong. 

The couple expected earlier to 
receive permission to marry. Living 
together before marriage is frowned 
on in China and to do so with a 
foreigner is considered especially 
scandalous. 

Communist Party Vice-Chairman 
Deng Xiaoping told Jobert the com- 
bination of his visit and Lfs arrest 
was “an unhappy coincidence." 

Bellefroid, 33, has returned to 
Paris. 


Tass: Sweden is ‘spying’ 


MOSCOW (Reuter). — The Soviet 
news agency Tass indirectly- 
charged Sweden yesterday with spy- 
ing, in an apparent rejoinder to 
Swedish protests over the recent 
penetration of a Soviet submarine 
into Swedish waters. 

In a report from Stockholm, the 
agency quoted a magazine called 
Par as saying that Sweden's military 
intelligence was working closely 
with NATO to eavesdrop on secret 
Soviet communications.

China warns Europe of ‘Soviet trap’ 


PEKING (AP). — China warned 
Western Europe yesterday against 
heeding the Soviet “lullaby” of dis- 
armament. and said the intrusion oT 
a nuclear-armed submarine in 
neutral Sweden shows that Moscow 
wants to subjugate Europe. 

China's leading newspaper, the 
People's Daily, said Europe must not

It said, "The Soviet submarine in- 
cident in Sweden shows that the 
Soviet Union does not seek 
neutrality, but the submission of 
Europe to Soviet hegemony." 

The newspaper said the Soviet 
Union always has regarded the 
Baltic as its inland sea, and even 
recently Soviet warships conducted ■ 
a military exercise there. 


Karpov seen set Spain denies it’s 
to retain title planning to make 

after 5th victory nuclear weapons 


MERANO (Reuter). — Anatoly 
Karpov appears poised to retain his 
world chess title after taking a 5-2 
lead yesterday in his second title 
defence against Viktor Korchnoi 
when the challenger conceded 
defeat in the 14th game of the 
series. 

The Soviet champion now needs 
only one more win to keep the title 
he has held since 1975. 

A cautious Soviet camp, mindful 
of Korchnoi's stunning fight for sur- 
vival jn the Philippines three years 
ago. said they considered the match 
not yet over. 

But the mood amongst 
Korchnoi's closest aides changed 
from euphoria after the Soviet 
emigre's victory in the I3th game 
last weekend to neardespair yester- 
day. 

Korchnoi’s defeat folluwed inex- 
orably from a simple blunder on the 
16th move on Monday night. He ad- 
journed in a hopeless position on 
the 46lh move and yesterday- 
resigned without resuming play. 


TRINIDAD. — The Peoples 
National Movement increased its 
hold on the Trinidad-Tobago parlia- 
ment to an overwhelming 3-to- 1 ma- 
jority in national elections on Mon- 
day, crushing what had been touted 
as the stiffest electoral challenge in 
the party's quarter century of 
power. 


HILVERSUM. N etherland 
(Reuter). — A Spanish Socialist 
politician alleged on Dutch televi- 
sion Monday night that Spain is

Manuel Nunez Encabo said on 
the current affairs programme 
Behind the News that the Madrid 
Defence Ministry told him the 
centre, at Soria in northern Spain, 
would be used for military purposes.

U.S. doctor climbs Everest 
for science, not for glory 


KATMANDU (AP). - An 
American doctor who last -month 
scaled Mt. Everest said yesterday 
»haf he had not climbed the world's 
highest peak for “personal glory,” 
but to gather valuable data on how 
the human body functions at high 
altitudes. 

Dr. Christopher Pizzo, 33. a 
pathologist from San Diego. 
California, who scaled the 8,848 
meter mountain with Sherpa guide 
Tenzing, 30, said. “We went up to 
the summit to get the science 
programme done... hot for personal 
glory.” 

Pizzo, a member of the American 
Medical Research Everest Expedi- 
tion (AMREE), told the Associated 
Press on his return here from base 


camp that he obtained “valuable in- 
formation that will reveal quite a lot 
about how. the human body func- 
tions at extreme altitude.” 

Dr. John B. West, :S2... of the 
University of California, the 
AMREE. leader, said the team also 
carried oat a spirometry study on 
the respiratory rate and volume at 
high altitude; Blit, West: added, it; 
may take a year to complete _their 
studies in American laboratories. 

Pizzo said he is now convinced, 
that there is more oxygen on 
Everest than was earlier beheved 
available at such a high altitude. 

“There is enough oxygen .for. a 
human being to survive on the.sum- 
mit of Everest,” Ptzzo ^said. He 
managed to make the climb without 
oxygen- - - : .

Four lift off for first Pacific balloon crossing 


NAGASHIMA, Japan (Reuter). — 
Three Americans and a Japanese 
left here yesterday in an attempt to 
make the first manned balloon cros- 
sing of the Pacific. 

The helium-filled polyester bal- 
loon, Double Eagle V, should reach 
the San Francisco area, some 8,500 
kilometres away, within three to 
five days, the balloonists said. 

Leader of the attempt is Ben 
Abruzzo, 51, who made the first bal- 


loon crossing of the Atlantic in 
1978. He, Lany Newman, 34, and 
Ron Clarke, 41, come from Albu- 
querque, New Mexico, as does 
Hiroaki Aoki, a 43-year-old 
Japanese-born restaurant owner. 

The reinforced plastic balloon is 
designed to float as a catamaran 
after any forced landing at sea. It is 
equipped with parachutes, satellite 
communication gear and enough 
dehydrated food for 30 days. 


Swiss TV host sacked for insulting Reagan 


ZURICH (UPl). — Swiss Television 
sacked talk-show host Dietmar 
Schoenherr yesterday for insulting 
President Ronald Reagan during a 
live broadcast last week. 

“Schoenherr went too far and his 
behaviour is inexcusable for a live 
programme," television director 
Ulrich Kundig said. 

"He made further attacks on the 
American President afterwards and 
thus became a sort of security risk,” 
Kundig said. 

Schoenherr, an Austrian who ap- 
peared frequently on Switzerland's 


German-language television chan- 
nel, said all he had dose was to use 
"a good old German expression.”. - 

“After this incident, I have no In- 
tention of ever again taking part in a 
Swiss television programme," he 
said. 

The fuss began during a panel dis- 
cussion of U.S. nuclear weapons 
policy.

Spain's poisoned oil claims 2 more victims 


MADRID (UPI). — SpairTs 
poisoned cooking oil claimed two 
more victims yesterday, raising the 
death toll to 187 since the first death 
six and a half months ago. 

The Health Ministry said a 52- 
year-oid woman died in Leon and a 


16-year-old boy died in Madrid.

political mobilization of the Finnish 
people, whose national energies and 
resources had been almost entirely 
depleted.

demonstrate its real worth. 

The details of the strategy 
reflected its general pattern. There 
was, first, the Armistice Agreement. 
Kekkonen warned against any carp- 
. ing at its terms, however harsh and 
unpopular. 

* Kekkonen’s rhetoric — given his 
aversion to exhibiting his feelings 
- and to any sign of emotionalism 
(Which he saw as foe lowest form of 
vulgarity) — ; worked remarkably 
X well. His stance was to play down

cion from his speeches and instead 
created a sense of moving forward 
as a result of Finnish initiative. 

There is a characterstic example 
in a statement Kekkonen delivered 
on October 5, 1945, when he said:

A SHREWD psychology was also 
used to counteract the wounds 
the loss of Eastern 
There was nothing morally 
eternally fixed about Ter- 


ritories and borders, 4 and it uouid 
not be right to say — as did some 
Finnish apologists — that the ex- 
odus of its population was under-, 
taken to scotch any thoughts of ir- 
redentism. A nationwide eflori 
aimed at repatriation absorbed 
much of the shock. Again, there was 
a ' sense of forward momentum 
rather than a feeling of retreat. 

The new policy had to be made 
acceptable to the Finnish public. 
This raised the old problem of ef- 
fecting global change within a 
democratic society. Consensus had 
to be achieved through the uork* 
ings of democracy. Independence 
could not be secure until the Soviet 
Union felt assured of the ability of 
Finland's democratic institutions to 
vouchsafe future Finnish conduct 
according to mutual understanding. 

Neutrality was the other crucial 
aspiration. It was conceived not as u 
judicial obligation, but as a concept 
that would leave Finland free to 
hold out for freedom in its external 
relations, even while acceding to 
Soviet wishes in certain matters. 

The Finnish leaders realized that 
neutrality had to be demonstrated 
in advance of Soviet recognition. 
The appearance of “imbalance" 
had to be avoided, whaiever the 
cost. This included Marshall Aid. 
the U.S. patent medicine Tor an ail- 
ing Europe that would have 
presumably proved fatal to the Fin- 
nish patient. 

The Treaty of Friendship. 
Cooperation and Mutual Assistance 
of 1948 was an indication that the 
two countries had reached an 
equilibrium of intentions. It refer- 
red to Finnish neutrality in a 
somewhat more judicious form than 
the Finns had wished (‘Taking into 
account Finland's desire to stay out- 
side the conflicting interests of the 
great powers”). Finland had been 
apprehensive about the nature and 
disinterestedness of Soviet a$- 
‘ sistance. Contrary to Soviet treaties 
with the other adjacent countries, 
the Soviet-Finnish treaty stipulated 
that assistance was not to be given 
automatically but depended on 
“prior consultations on the ex- 
istence of a threat of aggression.” 

ANY REMAINING ambiguities 
were largely cleared away in the 
“note crisis” of 1961, when the 
Soviets invoked the treaty's mutual 
assistance clauses following the 
heightening of tension over Berlin. 
The demand for consultations 
evoked all of Finland's latent fears 
-of Soviet encroachment. Kekkonen. 
in an impressive diplomatic feat, 
persuaded Khrushchev that a dis- 
play of Finnish neutrality would be 
more conducive to easing the crisis 
than “war and rumour of war.” 

In a toast given in Helsinki in - 
September 1961. Kekkonen said in - 


.the presence of Khrushchev- “For 
my pan I am convinced that even if 
the rest of Europe becomes Com- 
munist, Finland will remain a 
traditional . Scandinavian 
democracy.” 

KEKKONEN was born in 1900. it 
was an unheralded event, since his 
father was only a forest worker. The 
anti-communist stance of his earlier 
years is largely played down. He 
was a member of Paasikivi's delega- 
tion to Moscow in 1948, and from 
1950 onwards he served as prime 
minister no less than five times. In 
1 956 he was elected president by the 
narrowest possible margin. 

He was set apart by his subtlety, 
grit, shrewdness, autocratic manner 
and realism. Kekkonen liked to 
quote Livy’s statement that the un- 
hap piest of countries was the one 
that could not accept peace and 
could not endure war. and also J.V. 
Snellman. the Finnish philosopher- 
patriot who said that “only un- 
civilized tribes fight to the last 
man.” 

His role in the 1961 crisis made 
him, in the eyes of the Kremlin, the 
guarantor of good relations. He ac- 
quired something of a legendary- 
stature. His success effectively dis- 
mantled the domestic opposition 
and from then on, his reelection 
became a foregone conclusion. 

But as time went on, charges 
began mounting that he was no 
longer sufficiently critical towards 
the conditions in Finnish-Soviet 
relations that so much favoured his 
position, and that he entered into 
the spirit of Soviet expectations to a. 
greater extent than strictly neces- 
sary. 

The leadership was forced to 
maintain a precarious balancing 
act between too much dependence 
or too little dependability. 

In this predicament, nothing has 
been so painful to Finnish sen- 
sibilities as the catchword 
“Finlandization.” Whatever its 
merits in*the wider European con- 
text. it overlooked the specifics of 
the case. 

Vaind Linna, in his classical work 
on the Finno-Russian Wars, 
recounts the following dialogue 
between two Finnish soldiers in the 
icy ditches opposite the Russian 
lines: “Every Finn,” says one, “is as 
strong as 10 Russians.” 

“Well,” replies the other, “that 
may well be the case, but what shall 
we do when the 11th Russian 
comes?” Kekkonen has played a 
prominent role in finding an answer 
to this question.

BERN1E ROSENBERG, a long- 
time Zionist activist in the 
Washington, D.C. area, thinks aliya 
is beginning to poke its head out of 
the American Jewish community’s 
closet, and he wants to give it a push 
the rest of the way out. 

“Rabbis never used to preach 
about aliya from their pulpits; it 
wasn't quite a dirty word, but damn 
close. Today, if someone with 
weight in the Jewish community, or 
even a Bernie Rosenberg, calls a 
.rabbi and suggests that he preach 
about aliya, he’ll usually do it.” 

He wants teachers in Jewish day 
schools to talk about aliya. “They'll 
have to do it gently, of course, or 
they’ll scare the pants off the 
parents. I think we should start with 
a concept similar to the Mormon 
Church’s practice that every 
Mormon has to devote two years to 
church service before going out into 
the world. In our case, we should 
train young people to give a year — 
before college or in the middle of 
college — to Israel. 

“If a thousand kids come, some 
will fall in love, either with a 
member of the opposite sex here or 
with. Israel itself. If they don’t come, . 
nobody’ll fall in love.” 

At the same time, he said, parents 
should be educated so they won’t 
panic when children come home 
from school or youth group talking 
about aliya. “Tell them to wait until 
they’re 16, and when they're 16. tell

them to wait until they're 18, and 
eventually let them at least come 
sec the country, after which it's 
their own decision. Don’t take them 
out of school because the teacher 
mentioned aliya: that’s not the 
Jewish thing to do.” 

THREE YEARS AGO, Rosenberg 
was sitting at a luncheon at the 
Washington aliya office when a 
guest from Miami casually men- 
tioned the existence of an aliya 
council in Boston, which was then 
already a Few years old. Rosenberg 
banged his fists on the table, 
demanding to know why he and the 
others in Washington had known 
nothing about it and, even more to 
the point, why they didn't have an 
aliya council of their own. 

The result was an immediate 
decision to form such a council, and 
to make him president. “I didn't 
know what was happening until it 
was too late. Someone made a mo- 
tion, someone seconded it and the 
next thing I knew I was left alone 


there with the shaliah.” 

The council, modelled after its 
Bostonian antecedent, gives 
farewell parties for immigrants leav- 
ing the area for Israel when there 
are a sufficient number of families, 
at least 25, to warrant this. It also 
sees to it that immigrants receive 
the local Jewish newspaper, Hadas- 
sah Magazine and other publications 
they had received at home. 

"What used to happen is that a 
Hadassah lady, for instance, would 
suddenly stop getting Hadassah 
Magazine when she did what she 
had been told all the time she 
should do, make aliya. It may seem 
like a small thing, but getting the 
paper from home can help dissipate 
that lonesome feeling immigrants 
talk about.” 

ROSENBERG WANTS to see an 
active organization of Washingto- 
nian immigrants formed here 
similar to the one that exists for ex- 
Bostonians. They could be penpals 
for future immigrants from their 
home town and morale boosters for 
each other in limes of need. 
Rosenberg would also like to see 
the council raise funds to provide 
emergency financial aid to im- 
migrants from Washington for such 
circumstances as the need to visit an 
ailing parent in the U.S. If enough 
money could be raised, this fund 
could eventually help with 
mortgages, too.

The collection is highlighted b> 
the meticulous Gouex attention to 
detail and colour combinations. 
Gold features strongly in trims and 
total concepts, and anyone who 
wants to convey an opulent image 
will go wild about an all gold 
knicker suit with bloiuon lop, a 
satin textured gold smoking jacket, 
or a heavily quilled gold jerkin. 

There are a lot of Star Wars in- 
fluences in track and Held and apres 
ski lines, with wide shoulders taper- 
ing into an inverted pyramid — an 
elegant contrast to the Eastern in- 
spirations which have more flow but 
less distinctive shape. 

The true mark ot high class 
fashion is that the inner section of 
the garment should be as impressive 
as the outer. The linings in the Got- 
tex anoraks are perfect. 

However dazzling a Gottex show, 
there is always one item which is 
singled out as the brightest star in 
the galaxy, shown lost of all. This 
time, the piece de resistance was a 
full, floor-length black velvet opera 
cloak with a high standing deep ruf- 
fled collar. Model Tami Ben Ami 
shed the cloak to reveal a simple 
black velvet dress with plunging 
pear-shaped neckline from and 
back camouflaged by two enormous 
cascading moire frills. 

The only fault one can find with 
Gottex is that the company is loo 
creative. It produces too much for 
the mind to grasp at one sitting. J ust 
as the viewer becomes comfortable 
with one set of variations on a 
theme, it disappears to be replaced 
with something more spectacular. 
And so it goes to continuing rounds 
of applause and rave comments.

swing .in August with exports to t he 
Value of S40.000 in the first month 
of production, $80,000 in 
September and a similar export 
figure in October. 

Fulop claims that he could ac- 


tually sell more than he is able to 
produce because he is not pander- 
ing to a mass volume clientele. By 
concentrating on couture, he is 
making more money for less 
volume. His average wholesale 


price per garment is SI 48, whereas 
at the end of 1980, .Beged Or*s 
average prige was $102. 

Fulop Fashions has creations for 
both men and women, and Fulop is 
currently producing ^lot of trousers 
and blousons. 

Although he did not officially 
participate in his own right in the 
last Israel Fashion week, his designs 
appeared in the Maquette and Pizi 
showrooms. Nonetheless, he was 
spotted by buyers who had had 
previous contact with him and who 
wanted to see what he was doing un- 
der his own label. “I got two orders 
in the corridors," he said. This un- 
sought success has given him the 
impetus to set up his own showroom 
for Winter Fashion Week in 
February. 

As yet, Fulop Fashions are not 
sold in Israel. Fulop intends to con- 
tinue a strict export production only 
policy for at least another year 
before turning his attention to the 
local market. Then he wants to 
open a boutique which will carry all 
his designs, including non-leather 
items. He has already been ap- 
proached by ATA to design a men’s 
wear line, and once he has properly 
established himself, he wants to go 
in for accessories with a view to 
creating a total head to toe look. 

Fu lop’s factory gives the impres- 
sion of a co-op enl'erprise. No-one 
seems disturbed by the almost cons- 
tant presence of the boss, nor do 
they address him with the same 
degree of deference which they 
reserved for his father. Yet there is a 
strong feeling of loyalty and 
togetherness which permeates the 
air. One of the factory walls is 
adorned with old Beged Or posters 
and photographs of Leslie Fulop 
with his workers. “They brought 
them and put them up on their own 
initiative," said Guy. “For me, that 
was the most touching thing of all." 

To date, Fulop has invested a lit- 
tle over quarter of a million dollars 
in his enterprise, but he has already 
begun to reap the fruit of his invest- 
ment. “It's cheaper to produce in 
Italy,” he admits, “but it’s fun prov- 
ing that you can do exclusive high 
fashion in Israel."

National Consultants lists four 
major reasons for sales rising (in 
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most cases) and profits dropping (in 
most cases). 

First, there is the cost of finan- 
cing. During 1980. the “rear in- 
terest charge on business banking 
accounts of “free" funds was 12 per 
cent in the first quarter. Free funds 
are those which the bank has at its 
own disposal, and these do not in- 
clude funds placed at its disposal by 
the government and whose interest 
rales are subsidized. In the second 
quarter the interest was 1 1 percent: 
it was 25 per cent in the third quar- 
ter and 24 per cent in the fourth. 

But there was a sharp change in 
1981. If the "real" interest rate was 
only 17 per cent in the first quaner. 
it soared to 39 per cent in the 
second. In the third quarter it was 
between 35 and 40 per cent. 

National Consultants stresses that 
most industrialists who export enjoy 
cheap, government-subsidized in- 
terest rates. But the amount of these 
funds has been steadily cut. thus 
forcing the industrialists to take 
more and more loans at ‘Tree in- 
terest rates." , 

The second major factor is the 
failure of foreign currency incomes 
to rise as fast as the cost-of-living in- 
dex. Wages, electricity, etc., are 
bused on the index, and thus if the 


New car sales double last year’s rate 


Jerusalem Post Reporter 
Nearly 21,000 new cars were sold 
domestically in the first half of 1981 
— as many as during all or 1980. the 
Central Bureau of Statistics says. 

The number of cars sold a month 
rose in the first quarter of this year 
from an average of 2,500 to 3,500. In 
the second quarter the rate rose to 
4.500 cars a month. 

Sales of television sets in the first 
half of this year rose to more than 


the entire amount sold last year. In 
the January-June period 175.000 
sets were sold, compared to 170,000 
in all of 1980. A full 98 per cent of 
the sets bought this year were 
colour, rather than black and white. 

The sale of washing machines in- 
creased at a slower pace. The total 
of 35,000 units sold in the first 
six months of this year was 38 per 
cent higher than that for the same 
period last year. 


Another Hapoalim foreign securities centre

TEL AVIV. — Bank Hapoalim this 
week opened a centre for foreign 
securities at its main branch at 33 
Rehov King George. This is the se- 
cond such centre opened by the 
bank: the first is in the Dizengoff 
Centre butlding here. 

The centre will provide clients 
with services such as trading ir 
securities, bonds on the Eurobond 
market, trading in bullion, coins and 


commodities. Customers will also 
be able to execute both “spot" and 
“future” currency transactions. 

Information will flow into the 
centre from all the main slock ex- 
changes in the world, keeping 
customers abreast of current finan- 
cial development. 

The centre will remain open until 
10 p.m., so that the latest informa- 
tion can be received from the stock 
exchanges in New York. 


index rises faster than the devalua- 
tion of the shekel, the industrialist is 
left with a "gap” which he must 

somehow bridge. 

According to National Consul- 
tants. during the first six months of 
1981. the index of wholesale prices 
for industry increased by 54 per 
cent and the wage index increase by 
60 per cent. However, if the shekel 
was devalued by 60 per cent against 
the dollar, it was devalued by only 
40 per cent against five major Euro- 
pean currencies, thus catching the 
industrial exporters in a cash flow 
problem. 

The third major factor for rising 
sales but dropping profits was price 
controls which the government im- 
posed on locally made goods. The 
formal criteria for authorizing price 
increases are only the increased 
cost of input and the rise in wages 
within the framework of wage 
agreements. National Consultants 
says. But then it stresses: “The in- 
crease in financial expenses is not 
recognized." 

Thus, the high cost of financing 
eats away at the: industrialist's 
profits, since he cannot pass this 
cost on to his consumers. 
Moreover, the survey notes that 
price hikes in other cases are 
delayed, so as to influence the cost- 
of-living index and keep it low. 

And finally, the movement of 
prices on world markets. Foreign 
currencies fluctuate against each 
other, and an industrialist “can have 
an entire years profits wiped out if 
his judgment is faulty. A poor gam- 
ble on exchange rates of foreign 
currencies, or on the price of raw- 
materials. can convert a profitable 
venture into a loss. It can cause an 
established company to show very- 
bad results.”

Appeal to reduce prices

TEL AVIV. — The president of the 
Manufacturers Association. Eli 
Hurvitz, is to make an official ap- 
peal to all the group's members “to 
decrease prices wherever possible." 
The appeal will be made at this Sun- 
day’s meeting of the executive com- 
mittee. 

The move is due to Ihe announce- 
ment by the major banks on Mon- 
day mat they will reduce interest 
rates by 10 per cent, from about 94 
to 84 per cent on business accounts, 
following an appeal by Finance 
Minister Yoram Aridor. 

Hurvitz will ask Lhe industrialists 
to do everything possible to cut 
prices, but “in cases where this is 
not possible, at least not to raise 
their prices." However, he went on 
record as saying that “many com- 
panies. whose prices are controlled 
by law, will not be able to make any 
cut since they are losing money 
already.” (The cost of financing is 


not taken into account when the 
authorities raise these controlled 
prices.) 

Avner Ben-Yakar, chairman of 
the Federation of Israeli Chambers 
of Commerce, has begun holding a 
series of discussions with members 
of the chambers — importers, 
retailers, service companies, and 
the consumer chains — on cutting 
prices due to the drop in interest 
raLes. “Do evething possible to pass 
this cut in interesi rates on to your 
customers,” he urged. 

The new lower interesi rales will 
only take effect on December 1. A 
spokesman of one large bank 
pointed out that the reductions ap- 
plied only to approved loans. “Any 
unapproved overdrafts will see the 
imposition of the present huge 
fines.” he warned. 


Manufacturers claim that 
imports drive up prices

Imports drive up prices, , says the 
Manufacturers Association on the 
basis of data published by the 
Central Bureau of Statistics. | 

Thus, the wholesale price index 
for apparel rose by 133.9 per cent 
between September 1980 and 
September 1981, compared with a 
rise of 162.1 per cent' .for the same' 
commodity group In the consumer 
price index. Thjs indicates, the 
manufacturers say, .that the im- 
porters and intermediaries in- 
creased their profit . margins at the 
expense of the public. 

They further point out that in 
1981 imports of textile goods and 
apparel soared by comparison with 
previous years, and some of those 
imports came in at damping prices. 
Nevertheless, consumer prices for 
these items rose precipitously, 
much beyond th'je' rise in the 


wholesale prices of these products. 
The conclusion to be drawn from 
this is the Manufacturers Associa- 
tion says, that imports do not 
depress .domestic prices, but pull 

them up. . , 

The textile manufacturers also 
argue that the prices or goods Ift 
which the import component is 
relatively high have gone up more 
than products in which.**the local 
component is high- They believe 
that importers and wholesalers have 
increased their profit margins. 

The manufacturers welcome the 
import restrictions imposed by In 1 
d us try and Trade Minister Gideoh 
Patt, and are “astounded” at die 
concern of the importers about free 
trade, which, they say, left the irift 
porters indifferent when many 
countries throughout the world im_‘ 
posed restrictions on imports of tex- 
tile goods, including those imported 
from Israel. 


Battle over shipping rates is joined

HAIFA. — The annual negotiations 
about maritime, freight rates 
between the shipping conferences 
serving Israel and thq local Shippers 
Council, which represents the im- 
porters and exporters, have got un- 
der way, with both sides claiming 
economic hardship. 

Council director Aryeh Mehoulal 
says that all the conferences want.io. 
raise their charges on January 1. 
1982, but that the council insists on 
a rate freeze for 1982. 

The conferences claim that while 
the world -wide recession has 
reduced cargoes for their ships, in- 
flation has raised running costs. As 
a result ships cost more to operate 
while carrying less cargo, in 
.England some bankruptcies of ship- 
ping companies were reported the 
past year. 

The council, on the other hand, 
argues that the. recession has made 
trade more difficult and that ship- 
pers cannot afford to pay higher 


freight rates. This would price some 
exports out of the market and 
further reduce -cargo volume — a 
loss for both, sides. .! 

It was noted that at the recent 
Rome meeting of the European 
Shippers Councils it was resolved 
□ot to raise rates for 1982, but that 
some, rises of from .4 to 10 per cent 
had already taken place. ^ 


Gold plunges $15 -;

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Dilemma in the West Bank 


THE STRIKE held in the West Bank and East Jerusalem yesterday, 
though rather less general than its authors intended, was one more 
proof that h is not enough to announce a policy of liberalization in 
the territories, and to court “moderate” Palestinian opinion, in order 
to break the PLO’s hold over the. local population. Some more 
resolute action. is necessary for the purpose. 

What this action could be, is an open question. There are those 
wdio believe that the recent violent turn in Judea and Samaria is a 
direct consequence of Defence Minister Ariel Sharon's over-liberal 
policies, manifested in such measures as the removal of the more of- 
fensive roadblocks in areas of Arab residence, and the permission to 
return to his hometown of Ramalla granted to ex-mayor Nadim 
Zarou. On this view, what is needed is a return to the military govern- 
ment's no-nonsense strong-arm strategy against PLO law-breakers. 

' The actual extent of Mr. Sharon's liberalization is, however, itself 
in some dispute, and there are those who contend that while the 
defence minister significantly raised the level of West Bankers' ex- 
pectations, his performance has been. rather disappointing. 

Not long after it was announced that collective punishment would 
no longer be applied, collective punishment was again resorted to — 
by way of the blowing up and sealing of houses — in punishment for 
the attack on Hebron yeshiva student David Kopulsky. And last 
week, in retaliation for the student riots that followed at Bir Zeit Un- 
iversity, the military government closed the entire campus down. 
Tough action is evidently again the order of the day. 

The argument, a familiar one, is that force is the only language the 
PLO understands, and there is more than a pinch of truth to it. 

Unfortunately the PLO's influence in the West Bank cagnoi be at- 
tributed solely to its terrorist character and intimidatory techniques. 
The majority of politically-minded West Bankers at present either 
recognize the PLO as their representative or at least accept its lead 
without a demurrer. Anti-PLO measures thus tend to make, the 
organization more, not less, popular. 

Some close observers of the scene contend that a boldly 
magnanimous overture by Israel to the Palestinians under its domi- 
nion right after the conclusion of the Camp David accords might 
have, helped turn the tables against the PLO. The Palestinians at the 
time were somewhat dazed by the autonomy plan, and even the 
terrorist leaders in Beirut were slow to turn their guns on it. 

A genuinely liberal Israeli reading of the autonomy might con- 
ceivably have fired the Palestinian imagination. But Mr. Begin's 
government was at that time more concerned with assuring public 
opinion at home that the autonomy would never under any condi- 
tions grow into a Palestinian state. 

Now a situation has developed where the mere appointment of a 
civilian governor to take over civilian duties from the military 
authorities is a. cause Tor rioting, on the ground that the man appoin- 
ted to the post. Prof. Menahem Mjison. is known to be a staunch foe 
of the PLO. 

This leaves the government with little room for maneuver. It is just 
not possible to smash the PLO by liberal means, nor is it possible to 
wean enough West Bankers away from the PLO and into support of 
the autonomy by tentative half-measures of liberalization. The third 
coutte,. ruthless suppress jon of all manifestations of sympathy with 


the terror organization, including mass imprisonment ana deporta- 
5, is unthinkable for Israel. From this di 


tions, is unthinkable for Israel. From this dilemma there is arguably 
no escape so long as Israel exercises direct or even indirect control 
over the daily destinies' of over a million Palestinian Arabs in Judea. 
Samaria and Gaza. . , . . , 

In the final analysis, it all goes back to one overwhelming fact: 
Israel’s hold over the territories it was compelled to occupy in 1967. 
however essential' it may be thought for the country's peace and 
security, is itself a source of instability and insecurity. 


A disturbing deficit 


THE NEWS made known Iasi week by the Government Statistician. 
Dr. Moshe Sicron, that Israel has been suffering a negative migratory 
balance during the last two years must shake everyone's com- 
placency and give a lot of food for thought. 

Immigration dropped from 37,000 in 1979 to 20.000 last year and to 
not much more than 10,000 this. The excess of residents leaving the 
country over those returning shot up from a negligible figure in 1979 
to 29,000 in 1980, exceeding the number of immigrants. This year the 
number exiting seems to have dropped by one- third to 20,000, which 
is still an intimidating figure. The norm prevailing since indepen- 
dence in 1948 is 8,000-12,000 per annum. 

What has worsened distinctly is the make-up of the outward drift. 
During the fifties and sixties those who pulled out were mostly im- 
migrants who had not managed to settle down, because of language 
difficulties or job difficulties or any number of other reasons. There is 
a certain wastage in 3II migratory movements. 

Today the people making their exit are settled Israelis. Hebrew- 
speaking, whose family and other links are with this country. 

In order to understand why more immigrants do not come, it is 
necessary to understand why members of the established population 
choose to go. It is not. for the most part, that they dislike Israel or 
cannot stand living here any more. Some do make a song and dance 
about feeling fed up. boxed in or frustrated by bureaucracy — but 
these are often face-saving formulae to justify their act or desertion. 

- They go on to countries which seem to offer wider opportunities 
and better prospects. The Hebrew-speaking Israelis in the U.S. are 
not returned Americans, they are elements originating in Central or 
Eastern Europe or the Middle East or North Africa, who bettered 
themsdves by coming to Israel and are bettering themselves still 
more by making their way to the legendary Arcady across the Atlan- 

This did not happen before, or not on such a scale: and therein lies 
a shortcoming for which Israel must lake responsibility. During the 
last forty years the Jewish state has become richer, but less comrrtit- 
ted. 

It has grown older and more sophisticated, but more materialistic. 
It is remarkable that we have developed an economy which matches 
up to European standards. But Israel must supply that something ex- 
tra not available in other countries: the spirit of dedication which 
brought the state into existence. 

To recoup the lost idealism is a challenge no smaller and perhaps 
greater! than to redress the balance of payments. That is the way to 
go If we want to help reverse the present negative migratory trend.

Youth League members.”

CARMIEL is celebrating 
its 17th anniversary, and 
according to statistics 
published by the local council the 
population has reached 15,000. In 
contrast to many towns in the north. 
Carmiel’s population is quite young, 
with only 4 per cent over 65. 

Some 40 per cent of Carmici resi- 
dents are veterans, and 35 per cent 
come from Europe and the US. 
The town has 80 plants and 
workshops with 4.000 employees. In 
the past three years the population 
has increased by 53 per cent and the 
local council hopes for an increase 
of 5.000 more inhabitants in the 
next three years, when the town will 
celebrate its 20th anniversary.

BITTER BLAST 


FROM BRITAIN 


Relations between Britain and Israel are as near freezing point as 
two friendly nations can get, writes Post Political Correspondent 
MARK SEGAL. 


IF ANYONE in Israel had doubts 
about British hostility to this 
country, he need only ponder two 
official snubs rendered in the past 
few weeks: Britain was the only ma- 
jor Western country not 
represented by either a cabinet 
minister or an ambassador at the 
funeral of Moshe Dayan, and last 
week, the British Agriculture 
Minister had some “important last- 
minute prior commitment” which 
caused him to cancel an engage- 
ment with Israel's Deputy Premier 
and Agriculture Minister Simha 
Ehrlich. 

-If Britain were not so intent on 
reducing the level of its relations 
with Jerusalem, then the British 
Government would have had. in the 
meeting of the agriculture ministers, 
an ideal opportunity of airing mat- 
ters with one of Premier Menachem 
Begin's closest cabinet confidants. 

Relations are as near freezing 
point as two friendly nations gel. a 
far cry from the cosy atmosphere 
that obtained between Jerusalem 
and London until the advent of the 
Thatcher government, which con- 
tains the most anti-Israel Foreign 
Office team since the days of Ernest 
Bevin. 



Lord Carrington 


Carrington, ' I am told, regards 
Israel as he did Rhodesia — he sees 
Begin (or Peres or Rabin) in the role 
of Ian Smith, and Arafat as 
Mugabe. Before his latest trip to 
Riyadh, Carrington was most 
revealing in a statement (largely 
overlooked by the Israeli media), to 
Conservative MPs: “The Jews of 
Palestine,” he said, “won their right 
to self-determination. Now it is the 
turn of the Arabs of Palestine.” 

Self-determination was, after all. 
the key phrase in the Rhodesian con- 
flict, but Carrington seems to have 
forgotten that Israel is a- sovereign 
state, no longer a British colony. 

Not that he does not have a winn- 
ing way, and thai at a recent - 
meeting with the Board of Deputies 
of British Jews he had them eating 
out of his hand, including the heads 
of British Herat. 
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IN A FAREWELL interview, the 
last British ambassador to Israel but 
one, Sir John Mason, described his 
satisfaction at the access he had to 
the prime minister and the foreign 
minister. At the time, it was said 
that the British envoy was second 
only to U.S. Ambassador Samuel 
Lewis in his ability to reach the 
premier at short notice. 

Mason's successor. John 
Robinson, was a strong supporter or 
the cooling-off process in relations 
between Britain and Israel. His first 
public speech was an attack on his 
host country's prime minister, .and 
during his brief tenure here he 
failed to establish social contacts 
with Israelis. 

His successor, the present ambas- 
sador, Patrick Moberley. has striven 
to expand the reserves of personal 
goodwill and friendship he ac- 
cumulated during his previous term 
here as commercial counsellor in 
the early ’70s. 


BRITISH OFFICIALS and politi- 
cians are prone to blame the decline 
;n Anglo-Israel relations, not on the 
influence of petrodollars and 
Arabist affinities, but rather on 
Menachem Begin's style. Indeed 
there is a case here for a study in 
mass psycho-politics. The constant 
harping on Begin's IZL past has no 
parallel in British relations with its 
former colonial rebels, such as 
Kenya's Kenyatta and Cyprus* 
Makarios. whose supporters com- 
mitted far greater atrocities against 
the British than did the IZL. Yet 
hardly a week goes by without some 


British commentator going on and 
on about “Begin’s terrorist past.” 
Was not Margaret Thatcher herself 
quoted as mentioning this' issue at a 
recent summit meeting? 

As one Israeli not always 
enamoured of Begin's style, I would 
note that the enmity of top British 
Conservatives towards Israel 
precedes the Likud's rise to office. 
Sir Ian Gitmour, until recently No. 2 
to Foreign Secretary Lord Car- 
rington, is a prime example. 

Gilmour, who remains very in- 
fluential within the Conservative 
Party and who is tipped as a future 
party leader, championed the 
“Zionist equals racism” lie before it 
became fashionable and was Tor 
years an official lobbyist for the 
well-endowed Council for the Ad- 
vancement of Arab-British Under- 
standing (CAABU). 

Carrington's sense of his own im- 
portance was immensely inflated by 
his success in persuading the former 
British colony of Rhodesia to 
become the one-party state of Zim- 
babwe. But it was slightly blunted. ( 
was told, by his signal failure last 
year to persuade the Kremlin to al- 
low him to mediate over 
Afghanistan. 

Intent on establishing himself 4s a 
world statesman and hopeful of re- 
establishing British influence in the 
old mold, Carrington has es- 
tablished a warm rapport with the 
Saudi royal family. He is said to 
identify with the oil princes as non- 
elec ted aristocratic rulers. 


WHEN FREDERICK FORSYTH 
was in Israel working bn The Odessa 
File . he regaled me with tales of his 
work as a former BBC diplomatic 
correspondent. He stressed the in- 
timate relationship between the 
BBC World Service's editors and its 
Foreign Office “paymasters.” recal- 
ling that only sworn Arabists man- 
ned the BBC's Middle East desk.

CARRINGTON, who reportedly

A small group of citizens who live 
near the site of the new terminal 
voiced opposition to the plan b> us- 
ing violence, including an unrul) 
outburst in the Mayor's office. 
Regardless of the fact that their ac- 
tions won them headlines in the 
media (which I think encourages 
this kind of violence), we are pursu- 
ing the project with the assistasnee 
of the police who are enfrorcing the 
law. For many years, the 
Municipality of Jerusalem has fol- 
lowed a plicj of not dealing or 
negotiating with hooligans. 

Dr. Sattier also mentioned an ex- 
ample in his letter — a plan 10 
destroy 56 trees in Sanhedrin Park 
— where citizen appeals were not 


heeded. The fact is. that there was a 
plan for a road which has been re- 
jected. However, we must put 
things in their proper perspective. 
Sometimes a few trees must be cut 
down in order to pursue an impor- 
tant development project: on the 
other hand, every effort is made 
here in Jerusalem to plant trees and 
develop beautiful parks. Very often, 
projects which benefit the general 
public run counter to the interests 
of individuals. One cannot satisfy 
everybody ail the time, but certainl) 
violence is not the wav to change 
things.
